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INSTRUCTIONS. 



All branch Agents, Sub-treasurei-s,» and members of the United Patriots' and Patri- 
archs' Equitable Land and Building Benefit Society, are strictly enjoined to attend 
to the following instructions in the management of their local business, and in all 
transactions with the Secretary and Directors. No circumstance can or will be 
admitted as a reason for departing from these Eules in any case where they apply. 



Ist. Any number of members in any dis- 
trict may torm themselves into a local branch, 
of the Society, and appoint a respectable 
person to act as agent or secretary for thfem j 
they mky also appoint any number of mem- 
bers, fVom three to five, to act as assistants 
or committee-men to the branch for six 
months ; such members to be eligible to be 
re-elected at the end of the said period, or 
fresh ones elected in their stead, such elec- 
tion to take place every six monthsr . The 
christian and surnames in full, with the 
section and numbers of the members so 
elected, mtist be sent by the agent direct to 
the secretary, with the name of the mem- 
ber elected by them as their president. 
The secretary will then lay the said names 
before the jdirectors at their next meeting ; 
the directors will then appoint them for the 
time they are elected to act as a sub-com- 
mittee for that locality. This process will 
make their acts legal and binding in the so- 
ciety's affairs; and every time fresh assistants 
are elected, the same process must be ob- 
served. If members enough cannot be found 
in the locality willing to act on this principle, 
their names to bfe fiakeA as they stand on the 
agent's name book, and to be so elected, 
subject to fines for non-attendance; the 
directors to appoint them after the manner 
before stated. 

2nd. The assistants shall after their elec- 
tion elect a president from their own body 
and they shall divide themselves into sucb 
rotas as they may think expedient, for one 
of them to attend at every subscription 
meeting with the agent and receive the sub- 
scriptions. The agent shall, before the 
dissolving of each meeting, sum up the 
receipts, when the assistant present shall 
immediately hand them over to the treasu- 
rer and see a receipt g^iven for the same. 
The assistants shall keep a cheok-book 
against the agent and treasurer, and be 
present at the audit of the branch books and 
report to the^ shareholders as to their cor- 
rectness. It is also the duty of assistants or 
members, when the money is t^ be ported 



to London, to appoint one or more with the 
agent to see tne same done: and on the 
nexfmeeting night to inspect tne secretary's 
recMpt for the money. The assistants and 
members have a right to see produced and 
read on the meeting nights, all letters and 
other correspondence to ana from the sec- 
retary connected with their locality, and the 
institution ; and it is a part of tne duty of 
the agent to produce and read the same 
. every .meeting night. 

3ra* Sub-treasurers may, with the consent 
and approbation of the directors, be ap^ 
pointed, and shall give such security pur- 
suant to 10th Geo. IV. c. 56, s. 11, as the 
directors may from time to time deem 
necessary and proper, for the society's pro- 
perty entrusted to their charge. * No sub- 
secretary or agent in any branch otJpj^ality 
where a sub-treasurer has been appomted, 
to take the money away from the house in 
his charge on the night of meeting, but to 
pay the sum or sums over to the sub- treasu- 
rer in the presence of the sub-committee or 
assistant, and take a receipt for the same. 

4th. Every locality shall appoint two 
auditors whos0 term of ofiice shall be six 
months, their duty shall be to examine the 
branch-books ana balance sheets, and re- 
port thereon before the same are sent to 
London. 

5th. Any j^erson appointed ' as Agent for 
the society, will oblige by sending references 
and the names of two respectable parties 
who will consent to be bound with him in a 
Bond for £20, or more. The duty of the 
Agents shall be to receive monies on account 
of the institution, and remit the same when 
it amounts to £10., to the secretary, or at 
any time when required by him, with an ac- 
account in writingof the number and section, 
christian and surname, addresses, and occur 
pation of each member, together with all ne- 
cessary documents and information required 
at any time by the secretary on the part of 
the society. All agents when sending money 
to make out a balance sheet : the said sheet 
to have a member^s paying column, and a

And it is tlie duty of the 
assistants, at every meeting, to enter in their 
Ijook an .ftp.cou»t.of all monies that have 
heenjreceii&ei^^ hy Uie ^gent, with the section 
an,d number, pr the member who paid in

7th. The assistants shall meet monthly, 
sign the minute book, and transact other bu- 
siness that the directors nxay think ne9essai^ ; 
andwhere.it may happen that an entirelytresht 
list of assistants are elected, those retir-^ 
ing from office are requested to. attend one 
month with those elected, in order tp. give- 
thera^ an . insight into the .affairs ,q( the 
locality. Branches c^ agpree . on any nighty 
in the week most convenient to theniselvea 
on which the members^ belonging there ta

The assistants and members are 'particularly requested to see these instructions 
.carried out, and the money affairs of their locality kept strictly correct ; it being the 
rdut^ of .tine agent ta /account to. them for all monies received and expended by him 
from miieeting to- meeting'.

.Among the valuable institutions calculated to eaomrffg^ habits, of industry and 
frugality, and to elevate the social condition of the middling and working classes of 
the cowimunity, Building Societies stand pre-eminent, and claim our especial atten- 
tiHn. The object of these Societies is indeed important, being nothing short of 
providing !homes for England's Millions, and rendering those homes their own 
property. Building Societies are now in extensive operation ; and from the seeds of 
temperance, industry, and perseverance which they are now actively engaged in 
sowing, a glorious harvest of moral, social, and political happiness, individual and 
National, will assuredly ensjie. Every fathjiir of a, family shonld consider it his. 
bounden duty to provide his own honae for that fajwily* Eveary husband ahwld' reflect 
that in the event of Providence summoning him &am earth to heiaven, the best inheri- 
tance he can bequeath to his bereaved widow, and the diildren of their affection, is an 
faiheritarice in houses and in land ; and to enable him to do this effectually he 
ihjould iustantly be.cpme.« shareholder, in the United Patriate' *iii Patriwhs* 
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BqiHtabk Land and Building Benefit Society, wk^ch ha&been ertablithed fi»r thor 
especial benefit of the Woirking many and ol£Bra>kim 4be greatost facitiiies' for piir<^ 
chaaing his! own. konse, combiiied with thjegreatest^secnuity and certainty. 

.Thje natiue lof Building Sodieties, and their utility when properly conducted^ ia 
Horn, beccnauBg so well known and so generally . admitted, that it appeaara almost 
linnecessary to enter into, any lengthened explanations tespecting them y for .the in«>' 
forxnation. however of many yet unacquaint^ with . their opemtionsy it may be 
stated that the objects of this Society are to raise a fund from which the membera 
may obtaitn the capital necessary fbr ihs pinrcbase of thdr own residences, or for the 
erection 6r purdiase of other freehold and leasehold property, or to . complete 
imfinished houses, and to enable persons who have mortgaged iheir property to pay 
c#' such 'mortgages with little 'Or no oirtlay' of their own capital ; and also to 
pcovidfi a safe and hteoaiive investment for small sums, and afford the means hy 
vHiiith peraons may b^ small periodical paymenta raise any s^m of money thai tbey 
may reqinre at any future period, to appraitiee tiieir dtiMren, pkce them ont in 
business^ or for. any other purpose. A Society of thia descr^tion can only be' 
beneificial to ihe -members themselves; it is no speendatiou, lio scheme by whieh 
uBcectain cesnlta^e to be- obtained, but a sober, well tried and saooessful mode. of 
aSsociMing together a nnihbear of persons for the sure and steady benefit of the 
whole. A pecnliai' feature of this Society is» that it extends over and • appoints 
Agents and other Officers in all' parts of the United Kihgddm ; whidi will dccasioa 
the freqnettt accumulation of large sums of money, whereby the Shareholders will be> 
enabled to receive assistanoa to a greater extent ' than any other Society yet formed 
can offer, independent of the increased profits incidental to a large body of 
Shareholders. . 

i To the Capitalist this Society affords additipnai fsicihties to realize property': tck- 
the Tradesman ^ field is opened to. obtain property; without: encroaching' on his 
trade capital, and to the mechanic and labourer a favourable opportunity prebentsc 
itself, either to husband their savings, or to purchase residences of thoH" own, -and- 
and thus, by prudent and Judicious economy of their incomes, to enable, them to 
provide for thie exigencies of the fature,.the casualties otf life, or the ihfirmities of 
age. 

To. persons who have borrowed money by w«y of Mortgage, tiiis Society offers, 
great advantages; for^in the. event of the lender requiring the repayment of th& 
mon^y borrowed, jw shareholder may obtain the loan from the funds of the Society ;, 
and SO' long as he pays his subscriptions he cannot be ealled npon to diacha^e hia. 
mortgage debt, byvrohich means he avoids the expenses of fr^uent transfers. It 
may alsa be the means of saving the propwty from a forced sale at a great sacrifice,^ 
or prevent a teeolosure of ihet Mortgage. 

.In. multitudes of instances, not only the power classes, bnt persons of good 
income in tl» middle ranks of society, pay for many years heavy rents for their- 
dwdMngs, without deriving any other benefit fram such payments than mero- 
occupation of the premises during their tenancy ; although the sums paid by way 
of rent may haive been three or four times more than the full value of the property^ 
occupied. Eveiy twiant, therefore, should be a member of this Society, in order ta 
obtain money for the purchase of the premises he occupies, or of any others thai 
may- be suitable to hiin ; he tiien becomes his own landlord, pays his rent to the 
Society in the shape of subscriptions) and after having paid subscriptions on his. 
fifcarcs ibr thirteen years, the property is his own ; while, if he.ne^eets joming a 
Society of this description, he may pay his rent- for twenty or thiuty years, and 
never become the owner of the premises, although in the shape of rent* he has paid 
their value several times over. 

In a majority of the Building Societies now in operation, the subscription 
payaWeMsJ ten ebillinga per month, per «h«re, which is a ^ma woiking mar 
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with. a fhmily caainot afford' to pay, 9nd '(therefore, ^however. much the pibmiotets of* 
suck. Societies may talk of the beilefits tliey coafer, those benefits are ooiifined to 
the middlingiand.comparaliyely wealthy daeees^ and come. not within th« reach of 
the labouring man. This Society has beemestabh^ed to remedy, thi&^eril, and 
while it oifer^ greater advantages than other similar institutions, to the capitalist and. 
tradesman^ it.meetathe wants of that numei*ous class of persons, the ai'tisans and 
labourers, who harve hitherto been excluded from Building Societies, owing to the 
subscriptions being larger sums than their limited incomes would allow them to ap- 
paropriate to that purpose. The objections fireqnently m*ged against the operations of 
Building Societies are, the difficulty members find in paying arrears if obliged to 
take up additional shares, to complete the purchase of property, the law expenses 
attendipg the mortgaging of the propei% to the Society, and the Surveyors fees, 
&c. These objections are obviated in thi» Society^ which is intended to be a contin- 
uing Socdety^ao that persons' ean commence at what tiine they think proper, and 
their payments will continue on their! shares for thirteen years from the time of their 
becoming shareholders, and not from the formatioA of. the. Society. Persons can 
become shareholders in this Society according to their nieans^ forgone or more whole 
share or shares of £105 each,. or for any part of a share, to as low an amount as 
JB15,'or one seventh part of a share, and then* shares \Vill' attain their full value at 
the end of thirteen years (or probably sbonfer) from the tim^ of. their becoming 
shareholders; the difficulty which often arises in paying up.baek subscriptions will thus 
be overcome. TheTablesused'by this Society have been calculated with much tare 
and trouble ; they will be found at the endt)f the rules, and a reference to them, and 
the examples herein contained will show that ample. provision has been made for 
the payment of the expenses of management, law expenses, and fees to Siu:' 
veyors, without any additional charge i to the Shareholders .beyoiid thdr tegular 
subscriptions, winch are 2s. 4d., per week for a whole share, and fourpence ibr a 
seventh part of a share, or in. other words the subscription is fourpence per week for 
every £15 subscribed for. ■ 

The subscriptions, as they acciimulate, are advanced in large or. small sums to; 
those Shareholders, who may be desirous of, taking up their, shai-es, to enable them 
to purchase property. These advances are made according to Table No. 1. A 
siiarehoider may commence with taking only one share, or a J)art of-a.^are, and 
when he sees property to suit him,. may take up as many more, shares or parts of 
shares as he required to complete his purchase, he can tlien either pay the back 
subscriptions and entrance fees, on the additional shares he has taken up, or can. 
withdraw the amount he may have paid in, and become a new meniber for the 
number of shares he may. require,, and his thirteen years will then commence with- 
the purchase of his property. The property thus purchased by means of this 
Society, or some other property of sufficient value, is to be. mortgaged to the Society, 
(without expense to the shareholder) as security for the payment of the subsedptions, 
&c., for thii'teen years. The rent received by the Shareholders from the property so 
purdiased by them, is applicable to the payment of subscriptions. Any shareholder 
who has had money advanced, may by paying. his subsmptions in advance <oa 
which he will be allowed a discount as shown in Table No. 3.) terminate his con- 
nexion with the Society at any earlier period. 

The following are offered as illustrations of the mode in which this Society 
operates beneficially to the Shareholders, and will convincingly shbw that persons 
becoming members and borrowing money from its funds, wiLL do so on. much more 
advantageous terms than they could through the agency of private sources.

and Surveyors fees would have to be added. . '

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RULES, &o. 
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Meaning of certain terms. 

1. That in the construction of these rules, 
the term " member'^ shall extend to one or 
more persons holding a share, shares, or 
part of a share, and " morteagor," to one or 
more persons having a share, shares^ or 
part of a share allotted, and having given 
secnrity as hereinafter mentioned. That a 
word in the singula^ number shall be Appli" 
cable also to the plural, and fiice versa. That 
t)ie word '^Society" shall mean Association; 
the word ^^shwre'' shall mean share or shares 
of this Society ; the word **me«ting" shall 
mean' meeting or meetings of this Society. 
That the teim "he" or "him," as applied to 
a member or mortgagor, shall extend to a 
female as well as a male, or to several per- 
sons holding the ffilme snares as a member 
or mortffagor. That the word *«mbnth," or 
**monthTy," sAiall be considered to relate to 
a calendar, and not to a lunar month. That 
whenever' any officers of the society are 
mentioned, the term shall extend to such 
persons, whether Trustees or otherwise, as 
are for>the time heing, acting in such offices ; 
and where,' by these rules, any act is directed 
or authorised to be done by the trustees, 
directors, or •members at any meeting or 
meetings, the same acts, if done by a 
majority of • tliem respectively present 
at such nieeting oi; meetings, shall be 
deemed the acts of the whole of them, 
except where otherwise expressed or 
provilbed;

2. This society shall be called, '^The 
United Patriots* And Patriarchs* Equi- 
table'La^d ANt/BuiLDmo Benefit Society, 
Its Office to be fet*WA.

S. This society sha:ll be for the purpeise of 
enabling members to receive out of the 
funds the value of their shares, in accor- 
dance with the tables; annexed to these 
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rules, for the purpose dt et'eSr\k 
purchasing houses or lartfl, longj i^asf- 
hold or freehold, by way of ihortgnge 
to the society, in proportion to the ireppec^iT 
ive amount of their shares i.a^^d^alfo^ to 
allow the payments on the shaves of 'those 
members who do not wish to pul-chase phi- 
perty, to accumulate on the principle (Vf , 
compound interest. ' 

Time qf meetings, ^<h , . ,. -,. 

4. The first meeting of tWs ^society 
shall he held to receive subsciipticww 
and othei* monies, and to elect, by the 
members present, two auditors and nine 
arhitrators, on a day to be agreed on irt 
January, 1848, which meeting shall com- 
mence at seven and continue till tllWe 
o*cloclc in the evening, for the receipt of ' 
subscriptions and other monies, and frcHSi 
nine till ten o'clock for the transaction of 
the otherhusiness connected with the society.' 
On a day to be agreed on in every succeeding 
month, monthlv meetings shall b^ held, 
or on any days the directors . may 
direct, and shall continue during the 
same hours for the purpose of receiving 
subscriptions and other monies, and the 
transacting of other business. Weekly 
meetings majr also be held for the receiv* 
ing subscriptions and other money during 
the hours stated.

22. All fthes incurred by a shareholder 
shall he payable with his next subscription ; 
and all payments which shall become due 
from any shareholder, where the mode and 
time of payment are not hereinbefore pre- 
scribed, shall be made in one payment, at 
the then next subscription meeting. All 
fines to form part of the assets of the society. 

Payments made to officers^ 

23. Those members who cannot conveni- 
ently attend at the weekly, monthly or quar- 
terly meetings, may pay their subscriptions to 
the treasurers, secretary, or agents, anv time 
previous thereto ; and, to avoid mistalces, it 
IS particularly requested that each member 
will deliver the sum, with his card or receipt 
book, name, section, and number of folio, 
to the officer, who shall insert the amount 
or for neglecting to do so, any officer shall 
be fined one shilling. Furthermore, the 
sUm paid by the member, shall be entered 
ih abook which each beforementioned officer 
ahall keep for that purpose for the informa- 
tion of the directors, or be fined one shilling 
for each case of neglect. 

Members or officer neglecting to pay money 
entrusted to their care, 

,^4.^ Should any member or officer of this 
institution \^ entiusted with a member's 
money,, to pay for him, and he neglects to 
pay it to the society, he shall be fined two 
shillings, and shall pay the member's money 
to the society, and tne member so entrusting 
him shall be excused it and the fines. 

Certificates, 

25, Each member shall receive a parch-
